But about that time it was 
in 1885-06 to be preeise — F.B. ‘Hancock, the 
Curdiff captain, finding that he had four thr 
qnarters, cach of whom was too jrooil to be sncri- 
ficed, conceived the notion of playing four men 
jn the attacking: line insteud of three. The 
spirit of change had. been in the air. Newport 
had been experimenting in aacther direction— 
with three half-backk—in a half-hearted ways 
Hancock exporitnented with four three-quarters 
jn curnest. He knew the old gume, he was & 
seiontific player, the, problem before him was 
to utilise to. the full thé preseuce of the fonrth 
man. It was of no use to lave an extra man 
in tho three-quarter line wilesk he was given the 
ball, consequently the forwards were tanght to 
heel, and the halves to pass back smartly.

alism scored x try, and inflicted on Cardiff their 
only defeut of the season.” ‘The fact- was,’ tha 
Cardiff team suffered from the defects of their 
qualities —their forwards had neglected hard 
sertiimaging for quick hecling, their-backs had 
enjoyed such uw enrfeit in’attack that defence 
‘was not quite so resohite as it might have bees, 
and, between the two, they fell.

before kad there beon such immense scores, aud 
Cardift's gréatest rivals and most serions op- 
ponents had been amiong the worst victims. 

T will not trace the history of the system 
from that doy till 1892-3, Even in Walos 
there were opponents to the system, and New- 
port but turdily adopted it; it was not uniform- 
ly successful, and it was a fuilore at fret in 
International matches ; but in 1891-2 Newport, 
playing this game, were invincible ; in 1893; 
‘Wales, pleying four three-quarters to tliree by 
Englund, Scotland, and Troland won. the Triple 
“Crown for the frst time; and the football world 
yeaa converted, though there. wore a fow leading 
clubs whose conversion’ wos delayed. Every 
team plays the four three-quarter game now, 
bat not every team plays it properly, and it 
js-undoubted that.some teams who play four 
threo-quarterd novor attempt to play the Welsh 
yome. 
SUPERIORITY OF THE WELSH GAME:

We know that the 
old game fostered the ides that. the forwards 
svera the rea! foothall-playors —the men who had 
a right to the greater share of the play. There, 
were nine men in the -sorimmage, and only six 
dat of it—it was the right of the majority to 


| command the play. ‘So tho forwards, till the 


introduction of the Welsh -aystem,- almost 
invariably had far more than their share of the 
play. With the now. system came the more. 
pron divison of forces—eight in the acrimmuge. 
and seven behind it; with the- change in dis- 
position came the absolute ‘eommand —* For- 
wards must give their backs tho ball.” Thus 
there came ‘about a more ever distribu- 
tion ‘of the play. With eight forwards instead, 
of nine, scrimmages were less prolonged, heeling 
was easier, nnd the fifteen’ became a combined 
whole, each soctivn interdependent, each playing 
for the other. I£ wo look at the change as affect- 
ing a game intende@ to provide healthy exercise, 
it will bo seen that the introduction was au ad- 
vantago, inasmuch as it gave a fair share of the’ 
work ‘(or play) to all the players. In the old 
game thy forwords had far too much work, ond 
the backs too little, It was not “ healthy oxercixy” 
for threo three-quarters to ‘stand shivering half 
through a colt winter afternoon, while thy for- 
wards acrimmaged and serimmnged, heeddess of 
their backs.

It is 
the game which gives all, the players a fair 
chanco, it is the game which wins matchos, it is 
the game which is best worth watching. 
THE VALUE OF COMBINATION. ; 
At the samo time, I admit that ii the hands 
of the majority of Enytish clubs it has not been 
a great success. There are two, reasons for this 
— first, that the old English tradition of brilliant 
individualiam still Jargely dominates the leading 
clubs ; second, that, very few clubs outside: Wales 
take the trouble tocpractice suffivienttly, to de- 
velop,that accuracy of passing’ and thot under- 
standing betwoon the players which are neces- 
sary.to success. . No team, whose members mect- 
oply-on the. field for matches enn hopo to secure 
that combination which is attained by regular 
practice. - Only actual play, of. coarse, cun teach 
2 man when und how to-pass'in face of oppa- 
neats, but the players, if they wish to handle 
the bali with uccuracy, niust practice togethor , 
apart from matches, in-order to learn just what 
kind of passes suit cach other. Every Welsh 
club ‘has a zejular practice night once in 
the week during the season. Newport, who 
did so much to popularise the fovr three- 
quarter game, learned their passing is the 
great’ days of Graham, in the ‘elub’s large 
gymnaxiuie. This practice in the gym, has tivo 
advantages. .In the -first plaice, players were 
independent of the weather. When the nights 
were dark and rain was failing; they. could still 
get all the truining they yeyuired, und so it was 
‘possible for the men to keep iu trim uader all 
conditions. The other advantage was that as 
forwards and backs practised together uniter 
cover in @ limited area tho members of the pack 
became almost, if not quite, as expert in hand- 
ling the ball, in giving accurate and well-timed 
passes, as the backs themeolves, and thus it came 
about that Graham's team earned the descrip- 
tion of “a team of threo-quarters,”‘though at

By natural ability and brilliance, 
trusting to the inspiration of the moment, four 
first-class men in‘an international or a club team 
will fall into some sort of effective combination, 
but many English clubs, including tho 'Varsi- 
ties, nover seem to have grasped the real secrot 
of the Welsh.game, which is that the play must 
be-tairly divided, that the forwardg.must feed 
the halves, the halves the threo-quarters, and the 
three-quarters cach other, each man handing on 
the work toa comrade when the proper point 
hns been reached, There can never be o return 
to the three thre-yuarter system, ainee, given 
anything like equal strength. the team which 
played the uxtra man aso three-quarter would 
always win. . ‘Tho teams who played ‘nine 
forwards often hud thren parts of the play, and 
yet wero badly beaten, since the moment 
the ball was out with the combined four. 
thres-quarters, a score was almost certain. No, 
itis impossible to discard tho gamo—all that 
vemuins is to play it as well ay possible. , 
Little space remains in which to give hints as 
to how to. play it, The first necorsity. is to 
havo e strong pack of forwards, who must 
serimmage henestig, ond heol smartly.

possible, breaking through if the opportunity 
presents itself, passing if it is necessury, ‘each 
man following up, watching for the chnuneo to 
take the ball, rm, er pass.
